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Twenty-two years ago the ‘New Year was 
not calm and serene toany of our folks. For 


three or four months we had been tempest-

where we found it. Several other -‘‘cairns” 
were established, and all of them proved safe 
but two. Whether they were robbed by ne- 
groes or tramps or outlaws was never known. 
About the close cf the year. we made prepara- 
tions to go hame. We kaled a covered 
wagon with our goods and -thattels and 
some meat and meal and a_ supply 
of corn and fodder, and two or three cooking 
utensils, and a coffee pot, and some coffee made 
of rye and goobers and swect potatoes parched 
and mixed, some sorghum syrup, a puppy dog, 
and a gun or two well loaded, and a few other 
primitive tricks, and felt amazing rich that we 
had so much to begin the world with—so much 
that others did not have. 

Our oldest bk g@was then about fifteen, and 
had sense and -clf-reliance like a man, for he 
had been with me in the army in Virginia, and 
had been bumped around smartly, and was 
used to trouble. Se we started him 
and our faithful friend Tip with 
the covered wagon and team, and 
we followed after in a one-horse rockaway. 
There were only seven children then and none 
to spare, The weather was cold and the roads 
in an awful condition, for they had not been 
worked in a year or two, and we had to cut our 
way around the fallen trees and patch up the 
little bridges and make haste slowly, but we 
were going home and that inspired us to en- 
counter everything. We got along pretty well 
the first day and night, but on the second day, 
as we neared the Etowah river, we struck that 
desolate and deserted country known as Sher- 
man’s belt—that same Sherman “who 
was SO careless about fire.” 
Steele's bridge was ahead of us-and was sail to 
be the only one left. The ferries were all 
abandoned and the boats gone, ‘so we pressed 
forward to the bridge, and as we mounted the 
hill that overlooked it we were surprised to see 
our bey and Tip and some other refugees car- 
rying plank from an outhouse to the bridge, 
The floor was gone and they were coutriving a 
way to get the wagons across. They picked 
up enough plank of one sort or another to lay 
two rows lengthways across the bridge,a row for 
the wheels on cach side of the wagon. It was 
slow work and perilous work to put the plank 
down on the open sleepers, but they did it, and 
then carefully pulled and pushed the wagons 
across. The surging waters away down amoag 
the rocks some forty feet below, had no terrors 
to exiles going home. After getting the ve- 
hicles across the bridge the horses and mules 
were swum across the river a short dis- 
tance below, and all were safely landed 
on the homeward side, We were 
£c00n On our way rejoicing. Wip and 
the older boys went before so that the anxious 
mother could keep in sight of her ‘baizns’ and 
now that we were in that territory of outlaws 
of whom we heard terrible accounts, we all be- 
gan to look out. and listen for the tramp of 
their horses’ hoofs upon the highway. The 
dark and dismal night caught us as we neared 
an old shell of a schoolhouse by the way, and 
so we halted and took possession and built up 
a rousing fire in the old log-built fireplace. 
The house had been used for anybody’s 
stable, but we cleaned up a 
corner and scattered the myriads of 
fleas around and put them in cireulation and 
then spread jown an old quilt and put a bed 
upon itand Sxed up the mother and her babies 
pretty well, considering that this was war. An 
eld log stable was near by and it had a long 
old-fashione1 feed treugh that was made of 
half of a hollow log, . We put our stock in the 
stable and fed them in one end of the trough 
and our big boy slept in the other end with his 
gun by his side. Tir kept up the fire all 
night and it shone brightly through the big 
cracks and: kept the stable and the wagon in 
sight. Mules and horses were precious then— 
more preciousthan gold. By daylight Tip was 
cooking breakfast and making our coffee, and 
it did not take leng to make our morning toi- 
let. We had to get some water froma branch 
pear by and wash our faces, and that was all. 
The sun didn’t rise that day and the mist and 
the clouds were thick and heavy. We were 
soon all aboard and expected to reach Rome 
and home by night. The road was hilly and 
rough and grew almost impassable as we got 
into the dark chocolate lands of Bartow. 
By noon the rain began to fall and soon 
changed to a sleet. By and by we passed 
Felton’s chapel-and then Cass station, where 
the depot had been burned, and the air was 
odoriferous with carcasses of dead horses. It 
was a horrible sight. We took the Cassville 
road, and found nothing left of that beautiful 
town—nothing but lonesome chim- 
neys and _=__ the tottering walls of 
the colleges and brick mansions that 
had not long before been the happy homes and 
the ornaments of a prosperous and cultured 
village. All the day long we had looked and 
longed to see some living thing—a man,a boy,a 
negro, a dog, a bog, a bird—anything to break 
the spell of utter desolation. There was noth- 
ing animate except the buzzards that now and 
then took their heavy a0 frem some carcass 
by the way. There was hardly a house left— 
none that were occupied. No cattle or sheep, 
no rooster to crow, or dog to bark. : 

Night—dark night—overtook us five miles 
from Rome, and those five milesare a horror 
tome now. 1 think I grew older that night by 
a year at least, perhaps five. The road could 
not be seen, and some of the gullies were fear- 
ful. But Tip and our boy never faltered nor 
wilted. Sometimes, when the team seémed 
reluctant, they would stopand one go ahead 
and explore and then try it again. 
Fences . are. sometimes a glimmering 
guide in the darkness, but 
there were no fences. We had not seen one all 
the day. Wearily and anxiously we moved 
along, expecting every moment to break down 
or be capsized and then—ab, then, what would 


-the motherand children do in this pitiless 


storm of sleet, When we reached the suburbs 
of town the mule team came square up against 


a fallen tree, and on exploring there were 


several in the way, for it was an abandoned 


eamp and the trees had been cat down for fire- 


It took us an hour to turn round and 
seemed

times, and there was no avenger of blood. 
Those children in some way survived the great 
calamity, and have prospered, and are 
ed in the land. Those same outlaws old 
man Pryor while his bovs were. in the army, 


‘and when John returned, he, in some way, got 


their names and haunts, and pursued 
Wherever he found one he killed him without 
warning. He went from Georgia to Texas on 
his desperate mission, and never stepped or 
rested until he had exterminated all but two. 
He was the avenger of blood. 
ao 0 — - liek = pri! es and 
rred, te t y burning. 
War is horrible enough, but the absence of 
law and all restraint is worse, for the weak 
and defenceless are then at the mercy of the 
strong. Of course, we found our dwelling sacked 
and gutted of its furniture. We leftitfull and 
found it a skeleton; indeed, the whole town 
was a skeleton. A good portion had been 
destroyed by the able man 
who was 80 ‘careless gbout fire, and 
what was left was empty. Even the churches 
were empty—nota pew nor a seat left. My 
own house had been used as headquarters and 
the telegraph wire was still hanging in the par- 
lor, There was not a paling nor a plank around 
the premises. There was a new stable about 
sixty feet long for the horses of the general and 
his staff, and the troughs were made of the pews 
of the churches. 

We moved into our house and called it home. 
We borrowed some beds and bedding and a chair 
or two from kind nabors and settled down. I 
had some confederate meney, but it wouldn’t 
buy much. I gave three thousand dollarsfora 
chunk of a cow, the only oye I could hear of 
that was for sale in the county. I brought ten 


bushels of corn down the river and kept it hid’ 


out frem the scouts and outlaws, but they got 
half of it, anyhow, We lived through the win- 
ter—a hard winter—and I reckon we could do 
it again, but- we don’t want to, and are now 
thankful for the comforts of life and the securi- 
ty that comes from peace and well-regulated 
laws.

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The Late James H. Rion, of South Carolina. 


Ep1rtTors CoNsTITUTION—THE CONSTITUTION 
brought me the sad tidings of the 
death of oue of the most inti- 
mate friends of my boyhood. With heavy heart 
and tear-bedimmed eyes, 1 read of the death 
of James’ H. Rion, of Winnsboro, 8. C. My old 
friend, Jim Rion, dead! I remember the first time 
Isaw him—sitting all alone, at the footof a great 
oak, in front‘of the old Pendleton academy, with a 
yellow ribbon band around his plain straw hat; 
with skin so white and delicate, he looked like a 
girl. Ilearned from him that he and his mother 
were Canadians, but just now from Savannah, Ga. 
His mother had come .to keep house for Tom 
Cherry, at the old Pendleton hotel. He wanted to 
witness the examination going on inside, but was 
too timid to venture in alone. e 

I conducted the stranger boy in and shared with 
him my seat. He soon after entered my class and 
we became deyoied friends.. He would spend* ali 
his Saturdays and vacations with me, at my fath- 
er’s beautiful home, known as Tranquilla, on the 
Seneca river, opposite Fort Hill, the noted resi- 
dence of the statesman, John C. Calhoun, I rode 
horseback to school at Pendleton, joining the Cal- 
houn boysjat the Fort-Hill-big-gate. One morning 
calling in at the mansion, Mrs. Calhoun asked if I 
knew where she could get a good house keeper. I 
thought at once of Mrs. Rion, whose nice eakes 
and pies I had often enjoyed at the hotel, and by 
request I went to ee Mrs. Rion and 
obtained her consent to go to ke house 
for Mrs. Calhoun, and very soon she moved to Fort 
Hill with her son. Jim Rion now formed a part of 
our cavalcade jo the academy at Pendleton. Our 
party consisted of the three sons of Mr. John C. 
Calhoun, viz., Jolin Ccldwell, James Edward and 
William Lowndes, anu James H. Rion, from Fort 
Hill; Ransome Calhoun, son of John Ewing Cal- 
houn, from Keowee, who was killed by Rhettin a 
duel; on an island near Charleston, during the late 
war; also my uncle, Joha T. Hackett, and myself, 
from Tranquilli:. 

Bion and his :other were Irish-Canadians. Jamés 
was born in Canada. The Widow Rion left Canada 
after her husband’s death. -lhey first landed in 
Savannah, and came ¥rom that city to 
Pendleton. It is ceurrently believed that 
James H, Bion was related by blood 
to the Calhouns. This is not trae, 
and the idea is entirely without foundation. Jim 
Rion was sixteen po of age when he and his 
mother made their home at Fort Hill through the 
eid of my father, Colonel Billy Sloan, Mr. John C. 
Calhoun and his son James, already in college, 
Jim Rion was accepted and entered as a beneficiary 
in the South Carolina college, where he greatly dis- 
tinguished himself as ascholar, and where he won 
the first honor over all competitors, some of whom 
belonged to the wealthier and most. aristocratic 
familiesof the state. He also won a more precious 
prize in a fair bride from the bosom of the family of 
South Carolina’s great orator, the Hon. William ©, 
Preston, then president of the college. Rion, after 
his marriage, commenced business as a teacherina 
Winneboro, 8. C., where he also studied law with 
the famaus Mr. Woodward of that place, and with 
ag he afterward became a partner in the prac- 

ee, 

Rion was known as a brave and brilliant officer in 
the confederate army, and I myself have reada 
letter received by him from Jefferson Davis highly 
complimentary to his service and gallantry ona 
certain ccecasion in the war. 

After the war Colonel Rion rose rapidly to the 
very top of his profession, and beeame famous in 
railroad law, of which he had made a specialty. 
He made a success of everything he undertook, 
and lefta handsome fortune to his family. He 
ever firmly refused all litical preferment. He 
left two ecoreranine in the South Carolina eollege, 
his alma mater. Mr. Calhoun entertained a very 
high opinion of Rion’s talents and integrity, and 
after hisdeath Rion found eppennaely and did 
valuable service to some of the members of Mr. 
Cathoun’s family. In the death of James H. Rian 
not only has his family and friends sustained an 
irreparable logs, but his state has lost one of its 
brightest intellects.

From outward appearances this would seem 
not an exaggerated estimate, and I do not ques- 
tion its accuracy. Then, a discrimination 
against Montgomery in freight rates has caused 
the organization of the River Trade company, 
and a fine line of steamboats has been put in 
the Alabama runing to Mobile, giving through 
bila of lading on cotton to Liverpool, New 
York and ports north of Norfolk. This has 
proven a boom to the commercial interests 
here, for freights on cotton and merchandise 
have been lowered, and cotton buyers here are 


now paying within one-eighth of a cent of 


Savannah and New Orleans prices. These are 
some of the things accomplished here lately, 
but further on in this correspondence I shall 
speak of others. It is enough, however, te say 
that the tide has turned for Montgomery, and 
turned in the right direction. 


Montgomery as a City. 
ITS BEAUTIFUL LOCATION: ON THE BLUFFS OF 
THE ALABAMA RIVER, 
The location of Montgomery could not have 


been more beautiful. Perched upon a row of 


hills which tower a hundred fect above the 
bluffs of the Alabama river, its wide, we!l-k~»t 
and umbrageous streets, its handsome re:i- 
dences, tall church spires and imposing public 
buildings make it all that the lovers of art and 
nature could desire. The streets are densely 
shaded, nearly al? of them, and a last summer’s 
northcrn guest, in looking over the city from 
capitol hill, asked if the thickest populated 
part of the town was nota park. The houses 
Are almost hidden frem view in the summer, 
and there is a charm about this foliage 
whichevery stranger envies., 
his pamphlet of the city says that Montgomery 
is situated on the south or east bank of the 
Alabama river, forty miles below the junctica 
of the Coosa and Tallapoosa river, and four 
miles above Mobile, andat an altitude of one 
hundred and sixty-four feet above the latter 
place. It is surrounded by an agricultural 
district inferior to very fewin point of fertility, 
being composed pf the black prairie and river 
bottom Jands. 

Six lines of railroads radiates frem this point, 
which, together with the Alabama river, affords 
it superior transportation facilities. Elevated 
upon the hills which form the bluffs of the 
river here, the drainage is- naturally splendid, 
and with no local causes for disease it is one of 
the healthiest cities in the world. Its topo- 
graphical situation is such as to give it immun- 
ity from storms and hurricanes. The disastrous 
winds which sweep northeasterly from the Guly 
of Mexico, pass on either side and follow the 
Coosa and Tallapoosa yalleys. No serious dam- 
age has ever resulted from a storm in this city.

ated— being very nearly on-the line betwecn 
the rotten limestene-and the underlying creta- 
ceous _— he disintegration of the former 
predutéd the undulating and very fertile 
prairie lands of this section. These prairie 
lands extend south for thirty miles, and are 
bounded by a ridge of sandand clay of the 
stratified drift, overlying marls of the Ripley 
or Chunnennugga group of the cretaceous 
formation. South of this, and reaching to the 
gulf, are the extensive tracts of yellow pine 
timber,the product of the sands and clays 
which overlie rocks belonging to the tertiury 
formation. Northward, for fifty miles, are the 
Gravely hills, bordering on the south and west 
of the older formations (metamorphic, Silurian 
and carboniferous), and hiding the line of con- 
tact between these and the cretaceous forma- 
tion. These hills are covered with vast quan- 
tities of ‘long-leaf yellow pine; and, in this sec- 
tion, are many sawmills in successful opera- 
tion, constituting one of the most important in- 
dustries in the state. The Appalachian chain 
of mountains sink beneath these Gravelly hills, 
and the valuable minerals found along iis line 
from New York southward exist in greater or 
lees quantities at its southern extremity. With 
better transportation facilities, afforded by the 
opening of the Coosa river, the day would not 
be far distant when, within a radius of eighty 
miles of Montgomery, mines of kaolin, ochre, 
mica, graphite, corundrum, asbestos, copper, 
gold and perhaps si!ver and tin ores, would be 
profitably worked B®North ot the Gravelly 
hills are the Cahaba ° coal fields and 
the famous iron ore deposits of central 
Alabama. So diversified are the geological 
and topographical conditions of this section 
that, of the one hundred and twelvt different 
kinds of wood indigenous to Alabama, over one 
hundred of them are found within a radius of 
forty miles of Montgomery. Inthe midst of 
fertile soils, capable of producing a diversity of 
crops, of vast areas of yellow pine, and sucha 
variety of minerals, it would be difficult to sur- 
round any city with greater sources of wealth 
than those contiguous to Montgomery. 

THE CLIMATE, 

With a mean annual temperatue of 64° Fah- 
revheit, extremes of temperature are compara- 
tively rare. Theextremes of heat are espe- 
cially moderated by the tempering winds of 
the gulf of Mexico, and nestling at the south- 
ern extremity of the Appalachian chain it is 
sheltered from the icy winds ofthe north. It 
snows here occasionally, and the fall of five 
inches during the past winter was extraordi- 
nary and perhaps the heaviest ever known. 
It does not remain long and speedily melts un- 
der the genial rays of the southern sun, The 
last frost occurs, asa rule, between the 5th 
and 25th of April, and the first usually be- 
tween the 10th and 25th of October. There 


is an average rainfall of 55.04 inches, and of 
‘this 13.86 fall during the spring months, 44.07 


during the summer, 14.70 during the autmn, 
and 16.37 during the winter. The records 
show that no periods of wet weather extend 
over five days.

Being considerably elevated an 
mild nw equable climate, the health of Mont- 
gomery is exceptionally good. Besides, the 
city is perfecting a new and cemplete system 
of pavements, supplemerited by an improved 
plan of sanitary sewers, These, coupled with 
its splendid natural drainage, will even reduce 
the exceedingly low death rate which prevails 
tere. Anexamination ofthe statistical atlas 
will show that the average death rate of Mont- 
gomery is aslowas that ofany city in the 
couutry. This rate for last year was 1,39 per 
cent for the entire population, which is 0.31 
less than the average a rate iu the United 
States, England or Scotland. fs 

Under the improved sanitary condition now 
existent an epidemic is. well nigh impossible, 
No epidemic disease can originate and spread 
here, as witness the city’s escape from yellow 
fever in 1878 and 1881, when it depopulated 
Mcmphis, Grenada and other places.

Tax Values. 


THEIR INCREASE DURING THE PAST YEAR. 

The footings of the first assessment, as ob- 
tained direct from the tax assessor’s books, 
show a total valuation of property in the coun- 
ty of $13,893,461, against $13,301,059 the year 
before; being an increase of $592,402. The 
supplemental assessment may be much or lit- 
tle. At any rate, the whole increase above 
noted, is in the city of Montgomery, the coun- 
try showing a slight decrease. 

The whole taxable property within the cor- 
porate limits of Montgomery, for the year 
1884-85, was $7,621,816. The increase during 
the preseht year will carry it to at least $,- 
300,000, 

It must be borne in mind that some years ago 
the corporate limits of the city were drawn in, 
so as to leave outside a large and highly ob- 
jectionable voting pepulation that inhabited 
the suburbs. Since ¢hkat date these suburbs 
have increased in property values relativel~ 
faster than even the business portion of th 
city itself, and now makes up no inconsiderabi 
part of the wealth of the town as awhole. With 
these suburbs or outskirts, which are as mnch 
a part of the city as Court square, the values of 
property, at the taxable estimate, would be 
close on to $10,000,000. 

Nor must it be overleoked that in a growing 
city, where buildings are going up rapidly and 
the selling price of real estate is rising in pro- 
portion, the increase of tax values is always 
small in proportion to the rise in actual values. 

With a slower growth and auniform rise in 
prices the tax assessorcan keepup. The tax- 
payer, always quick to realize that his property 
will se]! for more, isslow to acknowledge that 
itis worth more,and sothe assessor is held 
down to a minimum of increase. 

The increase of over half a million dollars is 
an increase of over one-twelfth, or eight per 
cent, which is a magnificent showing of good, 
solid, substantial growth, every dollar of which 
is here and represents twice itself in other 
property undervalued or escaped. A city that 
accumulates at the rate of eight per cent a year 
is doing what the best private business is glad 
to do, is investing her money, so to speak, at 
the exact legal rate of interest. 

RAILROAD POPULATION, 

The railroads centering here doa larger share 
than is supposed toward supplying the popula- 
tion of the city. In the employ of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville at this point, on the Mo- 
bile ahd Montgomery division, are “415 men, 
who earn in wages and salaries $19,936 a 
month, or $239,232 a year.) A number of con- 
ductors,engineers and trainmen on the south 
and north division live here, but the main part 
of that force is at Birmingham. 

Inthe Montgomery and Eafaula offices 111

WATERWORKS. 

By far the most notable improvement in 

Montgomery the past year was a new and com- 


_plete system of waterworks, costing $300,000, 


and supplying 3,000,000 gallons of pure artesian 
wateraday. The natural pressure from the 
stand pipe throws seven stresms of water at 
one time twice as high as the highest building 
in the business ion of the city, and over 
any building but the capitol evan on the hills. 
The pipes cover every nook and corner of the 
city, and mains go out into all the suburbs. 
Danger from fire is reduced to a minimum, 
and the health of the city assured so far as 
pure water can contribute to that good 
end. The capacity of the works is sufficient 
to supply a city three times Montgomery’s size, 
and they were built to answer every demand 
that a rapidly growing city may make on 
them for twenty years tocome. Every feature 
about them is perfect, and experts say no city 
on the continent has anything to equal them 
in pressure afforded and purity of the water. 
For this magnificent and unrivaled supply 
of water, Montgomery is‘ indebted principally 
to her enterprising mayor who has been up- 
held by her equally enterprising city council. 
The works were built by Mr. A. H. Howland, 
of Boston, who was attracted by a little ad- 
vertisement in a New York paper, and who

THE COMPRESSES, 

The compresses of Montgomery are firstclass. 
I. C, Hurter & Co. run two compresses of 1,500 
bales capacity in ten hours, The presses are of 
the Morse & Tyler makes and are worth $200,- 
000. Hurter & Co, handle 100,000 bales a year, 
and have as fine warehouses as are in thesouth, 
with 15,000 bales capacity. 

THE SIMPLEX COMPRESS CO. 

This is a new company, manufacturing a fine 
compress by anew pattern. They cost. only 
218,000 and are equal to the best compresses 
mace, having a daily capacity in ten hours of 
600 bales. The company is stocked at $500,000 
and is one of the solidest in the south. Mr. E. 
P. Joseph is president and W. F. Joseph secre- 
tary and treasurer. The board of directors 
are Messrs. M.P. LeGrand, W.F. Joseph, 
E. P. Joseph, J. A. Gaboury and Chas. B. Wil- 
kins. The company is preparing to introduce 
the Simplex compress in southern cities, and 
amember of the board of directors is now 
electing ode in Texas. 

MONTGOMERY TRADE COMPANY. 

This is one of the most important enterprise 
in Montgomery. The purpose of the company 
is to reduce rates in and out of Montgomery on 
merchandise and cotton and for building up 
the port of Mobile. Mr. W. F. Vandiver is 
president, D. S. Rice secretary, and H, €. 
The capital; is $50,000, They 
own a fine line of three steamboats with a 
capacity of 1,200 tons and have carried this 
Season between 5,000 and 6,000 bales of eotton 
to Mobile. They get through bills of 
lading over on all water routes to Liverpool, 
New York and other northern ports. Said Mr. 
Vandiver: “Every argument for Sheffield or 
Birmingham isa double argument for Mont- 
gomery. The cost of hauling is always in load- 
ing and unloading, and we saw abig margin for 
ourselves by our trade company’s facilities. 
Since the organization, we have secured a 
steamship line from New York to Mobile, and 
also from Liverpool to Mobile. This enables us 
to pay a higher rate for cotton, besides saving 
in other ways,” Fie 

The Railroads. 
SIX RAILROADS RUNNING OUT OF THE 
IN ALL DIRECTIONS. 

There are six railroads running out of Mont- 
gomery, as will be seen by the mention below. 
The facilities, therefore, are good. 

With two exceptions, Montgomery is the 
ETincipal point on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville’s main stem from Louisville to New Or- 
leans, and those points are the two cities 
named. 

Not that Montgomery does more business 
than Nashville, but she furnishes sre trade 
and travel to this great railroad. 

Only three systems of roads enver Montgom- 
ery, the Georgia Central, the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Montgomery and Florida, 
but they run out in six directions, tapping the 
country at all points of the compass. 

The Seuth and North runs sixty-seven miles 
north to Calera and there connects with the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia for ali 
northeast Alabama and that entire system. 
Ninety-seven miles north it strikes Birming- 
bam and connects with the Alabama Great 
Southern for west and northeast Alabama. At 
Decatur, in the Tennessee Valley, it connects 
with the Memphis and Charleston. Another 
division of the Louisville and Nashville begins 
there and takes Montgomery on direct to Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati and St. Louis, as perfect acon- 
nection with the great western markets as 
could be devised. 

Southward, the Mobileand Montgomery road 
goes ‘119 miles to Pensacola Junction and there

southeast eighty-one miles to Eufaula and the 
Chattahoochee rivér, Asa part of the Georgia 
system it goes on to Macon and Savannah di- 
rect, and cennects for all southeast Georgia 
and Florida. 

The Montgomery and Florida runs south- 
easterly for thirty miles, and is now being ex- 
tended to the where the Pensa- 
cola and Atlantic crosses that river in the state 
of Florida. 

Thus there are roads running directly north, 
directly west and directly south. Also. one 
rupning northeast and two running southeast. 
With a road running northwest and another 
running slightly northeast, Montgomery's rail- 
road system would be complete, and she would 
neither need nor ask more except a local feefer 
to Camden. These three roads are not in the 
distant future. 

With the roads already constructed Mont- 

gomery is secured the same freight rates as 
other interior cities. She is also put in a com- 
mand of a larger territory, and a territory 
richer in trade, than any southern city She 
is also given an equal showing in a vast section 
of country in which her rivais stand oan the 
same rate footing. In the strictly jobbing lines 
and in her own mannfactures, of course, her 
territory is practically unlimited. 
. Her roads place her within sixty miles of 
Shelby county, which produces the best lime 
in the we.ld. Sheis in ninety miles of the 
center of thc coal and iron region and within 
forty miles of -the best ore in the state. She is 
within 160 miles of the Gulf of Mexico. She is 
in direct communication with the greatest pine 
forests on the continent, which begin twenty 
miles north of her and again thirty miles south. 
Her roads go through the black belt—the rich- 
est agricultural lands east of the Mississippi 
bottoms—from east to west and from north to 
south. Her rates to the seaboard put her cot- 
ton price to within { of a cent of New Orleans 
and Savannah. 


The Electric Street Railroad. 
MONTGOMERY THE FIRST CITY TO BVILD AND 
OPERATE AN ELECTRIC STREET RAILROAD. 


The street railway system here is one of the 
completest in the country. Montgomery was 
the first city in the United States to put into 
practical operation the electric system, and it is 
a success in every particular. The Capital 
City street railway company owns 
alt the principal lines, and has 
a capital of $100,000. Mr. E. B. Joseph is pres- 
ident, J.T. Roberts secretary, and J, A. Gab- 
oury superintendant. They are using horses 
at present, owing to the building of a magnifi- 
cent new electric plant costing $100,000. The 
whole system, consisting of ten miles of track, 
will be operated by electricity. Asa sign of 
the prosperity of the company, they are build- 
ing one ofthe handsomest structures in the 
city. It is three stories high, seventy feet 
front, and will be used for car shed, offices, 
dynamos, engines, ete. The company has just 
purchased 500 acres ofsuburban property where 
they will begin at once to lay out’ 

MAGNIFICENT PARK. 

In company with Mr. E, B. Joseph, I drove 
out tothe proposed park. It is one of the 
finest natural locations for a park in the coun- 
try. Itisona point above the elevation of 
the city, and is only 1} miles from the basin, 
in the center of the city, and } of a mile from 
the suburbs. The oak grove is a magnificent 
growth of timber, beautifully adapted for a 
park, while a lovely pine grove of second 
growth pine trees is a spot seductive as imagi- 
nation could picture. The park will be one of 
the most charming features in Montgomery, 
and a credit tothis enterprising company. 

NORTH MONTGOMERY LAND COMPANY. 

The permanent location of the state fair of 
Montgomery has brought about the organiza- 
tion of a strong company of gentlemen, com- 


‘posed of such men as W. L. Chambers, Josiah 


Morris, F. M. Bieling, Moses Bros., and other 
capitalists, who have bought 300 or 400 acres of 
Jand lying between the railroads and the river, 
north ef Montgomery, where they propose be- 
ginning at once the location of a manufactur- 
ing town and fine park, besides putting up 
£20,000 worth of permanent improvements for 
the state fair.

The Manufacturing Interests. 
CITY GROWING IN IMPORTANCE AS A 
MANUFACTURING CENTER. 


The growth of the manufacturing interests 
of Montgomery has been rapid of late years, 
and the city has now a diversity fof interests 
in this line quite creditable to her progress.

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A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


A Train Strikes a Sleigh Loaded With Twen- 
ty People. 

Fort WAYNE, Ind., January 1.---At eight 
o clock this eyening the fast express bound 
east under high speed, struck a sled containing 
twenty young people who were crossing the 
irack of the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
railroad, two miles east of this city, en route to 
a country residence for the purpose of attend- 
ing a dance. Miss Lizzie Lepper and Miss 
Tina Mincker, aged 17, were instantly killed; 
Miss Lottie Eix had her right leg broken. Miss 
Lizzie Kanning had several ribs broken. Miss 
Lena Haight an arm broken. 
Miss Emma Schular, a leg broken; Miss Gusta 
Heyne, back badly injured; Miss Lizzie Weibke 
and Miss Belle Bishop were badly bruised, and 
suffering from nervous prostration. The party 
was being driven by Byron Westromb, who 
saw the train approaching rapidly and was im- 
plored by the gentlemen to stop, but did not 
heed them. The gentlemen jumped out but 
the ladies did not succeed in doing this until 
too late. The scene just after the accident was 
heartrending. A relief train was promptly 
sent to the scene with a corps of surgeons and 
the dead and wounded were properly cared for. 


FROM FOREIGN LANDS. 


The English Cabinct—The Emperor’s Cele- 
bration of kis Entry as a Soldier, 
Lonpon, January 1.—Chamberlain has post- 
poned his proposed meeting with the electors 
of Birmingham on Wednesday, as he wishes 
to await the result of the present political 
crisis. 


Thompson was Judge Jeremiah S. Black.

Members of this association, the writer 
says, had no personal sympathy with the con- 
federates at all. They desired that the war 
should cease. They did not believe in the con- 
stituiional right of coercion and thought it un, 
wise and harsh, but they deprecated, if they 
did not condemn, secession. They had no wish 
to see the south successful by armed superiori- 
ty, aud while they wanted the féderal 
armies withdrawn from southern  ter- 
ritory, there were few of them 
who would have contributed in any way to 
confederate victory or wished disaster to the 
union army in the field. We very soon found 
that this was the temper ef these people and 
found it necessary te keep the fact in mind in 
all our dealings with them. 

There seemed to be a hope on the part of 
some members of the order, however, and it 

was a frequent topic of discussion, of establish- 
ing a separate confederacy of the northwestern 
states, but the great majority, so far as the 
confederate commissioners and their subordi- 
mates could discover, real and preponderent 
feelings, were animated, notwithstanding their 
jealousy and dislike of federal authority, by a 
strong desire to see the union restored “as it 
was,”

Emperor William Celebrates the 80th Anni- 
versary of His Entrance into the Army. 


BERLIN, January 1.—Emperor William to- 
day celebrated the 60th anniversary of his en- 
trance into the Prussian army by receiving all 
his commanding generals, headed by the crown 
prince, Frederick William. 

The commission on the army hill has been 
summoned to meet on the 5th inst. The pro- 
gressists will present to the reichstag a propo- 
sal to tax incomes to meet the increased army 
expenditures. The center party favor a reso- 
lution providing that each state shall cover by 
taxation of higher incomes the augmented Ma- 
tricilar contribution. 

The war office has completed arrangements 
for an increase of the army in April. 

The government organs deny thatany special 
Russo-Germany alliance directed against 
Austria bas been formed. Articles in the 
Cologne Gazette reflect the increased irritation 
shown in official circles against Russia. The 
‘Berlin Post’’ semi-officially declares that the 
recent anti-German articles which have ap- 
peared in the Russian press, were not written 
by journalists, but by General Soboleff, former- 
ly minister to Sofia, and a staff officer named 

Pusrevstki. The Post further says it fails to 
understand the conduct of the Russian govern- 
ment in permitting its officers to stir up war. 


Herr Tiza on the Situation. 

Prstu, January 1.—Herr Tiza, Hungarian 
prime minister, answering New Year’s congratula- 
tions of liberal members of the diet today, said tha 
the government adhered to the eastern policy. 
Himself and Count Kalnoky had already enunci- 
ated, and would endavor by every means to main- 
tain the peace, so long as the vital interests and 
honor of the country were not jeopardized.

LIQUOR MEN OVER-DO THEMSELVES. 


The Reduction of the License--A Good Card 
for the Prohibitionists. 

SAVANNAH, Ga. Janu 1—[Special.}]-— 
There is universal surprise at the action of the 
city council in reducing the liquor license. 
The News draws attention to the fact that there 
was no demand for the reduction, that the 
high license worked well, and stamps the ste 
as one backward. © oe 

“Council did the right thing by us,” said one 
liquor dealer, “and here’s to their health' and 
re-election. I will be $100 better off. Why 
shouldn’t 1 be ina good humor? I was afraid 
though, I confess, that it would be fixed at $300 
again. That was too heavy, and even $200 is 
no light tax.” 

A dealer who is in favor of high license said 
he was satisfied, although he would just as soon 
have paid $300. “The lower the license is the 
more opposition there is to me,” he remarked. 
“] could afford to pay $1,000 and would rather 
do it than pay $200, because the low tax lets in 
S80 many small saloons and low dives; I have 
said all along that %300 was neither high nor 
low. It shut up a few places but not near all of 
the worst ones. ; oe 

“Alderman O’Connor in his speech in council 
called attention tothe cost of license in other 
cities, and showed that Savannah is a good 
deal higher than Augusta, Macon, Charleston 
and Jacksonville, Augusta charges the least 
and some places doing a small business pay only 
$75, and itis from that up to $150. Macon 
charges the retailer $100, Charleston $100 to 
$150, and Jacksonville $150. So you see that 
this year we bave paid twice as much as the 
dealers in the highest of these four other cities. 
I would ask which is better, a few orderly 
saloons under a tax of $1,000, or 200 or 300 bar- 
rooms and groceries under low license, the 
most of Which are very disorderly places?” 

The prohibitionists,while deeply vexed, claim 
that the reduction will work good, as it de- 
monstrates the fact that the policy of the 
liquor men is to rule or ruin. Many persons of 
conservative views will now have to declare 
themselves in favor of prohibition.

HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., January 1.—{Special.] 
Brady’s bill is being discussed by the farmers 
of this section, many of whom think the fer- 
tilizer boycott will result in good, in that it 
will compel farmers to turn their attention 
to home-made fertilizers; Among those whose 


‘opinion is valuable is J. P. Brown. He does 


not believe in the meed of the bill. He says: 
“T have been farming ten years, and have 
used from ten to forty tons of guano per year. ~ 
I have made careful tests every year with dif- 
ferent brands, endeavoring, for my own bene- 
fit, to determine the best to use. I have never 
used but three sacks that didn’t pay. It is all 
paid for—every sack of it--and I ex pect to use 
fifty tons this year. I have heard some of the 
brands pronounced worthless which I thought 
paid me, but we must have something to 
blame for our failures. It’s either too wet, 
too dry, the lazy nigger, or the 
worthless guano. Generally it is the guano. 
It is very popular to abuse the guano, and in 
these parts the man that signs a guano noie is 
not wisely advised. 

“Tfour agricultural department is worth 
anything, what's the use of Brady’s bill? I 
think it is ‘valuable, honestly and efficiently 
conducted and wisely inaugurated, and affords 
ample protection to purchasers of fertilizers. 
Brady’s bill simply lets down the gap for the 
dishonest, thriftless and indifferent. The gaps 
don’t need to be let down, better stake and 
rider the oldjshackley fences. It would be better 
in every way for men whe are willing and anx- 
icus to’do something. The enactmentjof just such 
laws long enough worked a hardship to 
the workingman and been no benefit to the 
indolent. er 

“Under our present law we buy in the spring 
from established manufacturers. Those who 
make an effort to get low rates can obtain in- 
dulgence from the dealer cheaper than borrow- 
ing money and paying cash. The purchaser 
‘then has the protection of the state 
law, and besides, after using the fertilizer 
if it should prove worthless, the 
dealer could not collect it before any jury in 
these parts, and if he could he would only last 
for a season who sold worthless goods. There 
is no danger, however, of worthless goods being 
sold, if our department is worth anything and 
honestly conducted, and I believe it is. Now, 
what dealer would sell except for cash when 
the law invites a plea of failure of consider- 
ation? They would then have thesame chance 
to sell worthless stuff as now, and what redress 
would the purchaser have after having paid 
his money? 

“Tam a farmer, and my people are all 
farmers, and would like to aid any 
movement to benefit the farming interest of 
Georgia. JI, therefore, feel interested that this 
bill should be squelched promptly and em- 
phatically, believing that it will work against 
the best interests of the farmer. The credit of 
the Georgia farmer is bad enough. In heaven's 
name, don’t let us make it any worse. ‘Ciood 
credit makes close buying; bad credit meaus 
margins. We are all living on a credit in this 
section, and I am satisfied that this will com- 
pare favorably with any section of Georgia, 
without exception. Let us live as cheap as we 
can by giving us good collecting laws and good 
credit, and maybe we will see daylight after a 
while. I believe the prospect for another year 
is a little brighter—fair prospect for oats, labor 
contented and ready to work—and if we will 
all go to work and try to pay our debts next 
year, instead of trying to find a way not to 
pay, I believe we can do it.

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Southern Pig iron. 

In spite of the increased home demand for 
southern pig iron, the result of the growth 
and development of diversified iron indus- 
tries, there was a large increase of shipments 
during the year just ended, as compared 
with previous years. The southern demand 
for pig iron, it should be borne in mind, has 
grown and is growing very rapidly..

During the year just ended, southern fur- 
naces have shipped about one hundred and 
forty thousand tons of iron into the northern 
and eastern markets. In addition to this, it 
should be noted that the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company, with five furnaces, is turning 
out as much pig iron as the Thomas [ron 
company of Pennsylvania, with its twelve 
furnaces. The Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, is building five additional furna- 
ces, which will more than double the output.

ALL ABOUT CATS. 


What They Used to be, and What They 
Are, 
From the London Field. 

The domestic cat, which is now known in 
such a great variety of forms, has doubtless not 
always been domesticated, but, like the dog, horse 
and some other animals, has at some remote period 
been reclaimed by man’s agency from a wild state. 
Cats are mentioned in a Sanscrit MS 
2000 years old, and in Egypt their 
antiquity is known to be even greater, 
as shown by monumental drawings, and the 
discovery of their mummied bodies in very an- 
cient tombs. The harry not only took great 
care of their cats while alive, but honored them 
when dead, going injo mourning and shaving 
their eyebrows. The réason for this has been var- 
iously explained. According to Horapollo, the cat 
was worshiped in the temple of Heliopolis, sacred 
to the sun, because the size of the pupil of the 
animal’s feye is regulated by the heighth of the 
sun aboye the horizon. Thus.the cat’s eye was 
thought to symbolize the orbof day. ; 

-The Egyptian name for cat was Maou. The fa- 
miliar name of ‘Puss,’ apparently, has also come 
to us from the Egyptian. One of the most ancient 
representations of the cat is to be found in the Ne- 
croy olis of Thebes, which contains atomb of King 
Hana of the eleventh dynasty. A statue of tais 
king represents him as standing erect, 
with favorite cat, Boubaki, at 
his ; It has been conjectured, 
from painting taken from  a_ tomb 
at Tickhes aud uUW atthe Diittst: museum, mat the 
cat vas taught by the ancient Egyptians toretrieve. 
The painting in gestion depicts an Egyptian 
fowler gliding in a fiat bottomed boat through a 
reed bed and throwing sticks at water fowl, while 
a cat is represented as looking up at him with a 
wild duck in her mouth, and another bird, appa- 
rently a water hen, under her fore feet. 

It does not appear that the cat was known to the 
early Hebrews or tothe Assyrians or tothe Greeks 
asa domestic animal. The late Professor Rolles- 
ton was at some painstoshow that the domestic 
mouse-killer of the Greeks was not a cat but a mar- 
ten. 

The Romans, on the other hand, were early ac- 
quainted with the cat as a mouse-killer. Rey, Mr. 
Houghton is of opinion thai the Vyrrhene trade 
with Egypt must have introduced the sacred ani- 
mal into the house of the Roman noble. Through 
the Romans, probably, domestics cats were intro- 
duced into Gaul and Eritain, where such as made 
their escape, or were lost, would return toa feral 
state in the woods, and, pairing with the European 
wild cat, which was formerly very common in 
England, would, in the course of generations, lose 
its similarity to its Egyptian ancestor, and gradu- 
ally assume the appearance of our own wild cat, 
which is now so marked in the variety known as 
“tabby.” The origin of the word “tabby” is, per- 
haps, not generally known. It is a corruption of 
the Turkish utabi, a particular kink of waved silk 
imported from Bagdad, and so named after the 
locality where it was made. 

As to the sem wens species of cat which was do- 
mesticated by the ancient Egytians, opinions dif- 
fer. Many natural’sis favor the view that telis 
chaus, a widely-distributed species, exteindiug 
from northeastern Africa to India, was probably 
the ancestor of our domestic race, but so far as ex- 
ternal mpgeernaes goes, felis ceiira, the Caffre cat, 
is more like our “‘tabby,’”’ though a larger animal, 
with longer legs. 

A great French naturajist, however, DeBlain- 
ville, who made a critical examination of the 
mummied bodies of several cats brought from 
Egyptian tombs, arrived at the conclusion that 
they represented three different species. ;The 
wildcat by some authors is regarded as the original 
stock from which our domestic cats are dcvecended: 
but although, through repeated crossing with this 
indigenous wild species, the breed of domestic 
cats has been materially affected .It “is 
most prebable that the earliest aomesti- 
cated individuals seen in sritain were 
not reclaimed kittens of the native wild sne-ies, 
but were imported from abroad, very likely by the 
Romans. This view seems strengthened by the 
fact that the early Britons set great store by their 
cats; fixed their value by law, according to their 
#ge,and imposed penalties for destroving them, 
This they probably would not have done if they 
were common, or could be easily proeured by rear 
ing wild kittens and taming them. According to 
the Welsh laws of Howel Dha, who died in 
24%, after a reign of thirty-three years 
over South Wales, and eight years 
over the whole principality, the value ofa kitten 
before it could see was fixedata penny; after it 
had caught a mouse, twopence; and whenit had 
become anexpert mouser, fourpence, which in 
those days, it must be remembered, wasa large 
sum. if a | one killed a cat belonging to the 
&xing’s household the animal was suspended by its 


. tail in the granary so thai its nose just touched the 


floor, and the delinquent had to forfeit, by way of 
fine, as much corn as, when heapedon the foor 
would exactly hide the cat from view.

STOLE A LOCOMOTIVE.

One of the most peculiar and at the same 
time perilous freaks of a drunken man on record 
occurred here some time after midnight last night, 
writes a Dayton, O., correspondent of the St. Louis 
(:lobe-Democrat uuder date of November 24.' The 
fellow, who is now. behind the bars in the county 
jail under bond of $2,000, gives his name as Mark 
Haddix,and he claims Osborn, O., as his home. 
The charge against him reads grand larceny, but 
this simple legal term does not begin. to tell the 
story. The larceny of which he is charged is 
nothing more or less than the stealing of a loco- 
motive, valued at §8,000, the property of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railroad. 
Haddix was seen prowling about. the 
freight yards apd roundhouse in the 
evening, and, appearing to have too ml 
stimulation on board, the yardmaster drove iin 
out of the yards, mure for hisown safety than cor 
any apprehension that he could doany harm. Af- 
ter being chased away he was found later hiding 
in a caboose near the} roundhouse, and was driven 
away again. Nothing more was seen of him after 
this until after midnight, when he made away 
with the locomotive. Engine No. 7, with steam 
up, Was standing on what fs called the inside track, 
being next to the roundhouse,jready to commence 
her trip north with a freight t®kin, when Haddix 
sprang into the cab and opened the throttle, start- 
ing the iron monster backward'through the yard. 

He turned on a full head of steam, and away she 
went, with the drink-crazed ‘engineer aboard. The 
locomotive had traversed but a few hundred feet 
when she was running at a terrific rate and in- 
creasing her speed at every revolution of her drive- 
wheels. A freight train, or rather cut of freight 
cars, with switch engine No. 12, was backing down 
on the wild engineer, but he seemed to be utterly 
unconscious of any danger. It is estimated that 
his engine was running at the rate of fifteen or 
twenty miles an hour as it aproached 
the main track on which the cut of 
freight cars was backing. Oscar Fulmer, a switch- 
man, taking in the situation, made a desperate at- 
tempt to avert a collision, if possible, and at the 
risk of being run over, sprang upon the foot-board 
of the locomotive in Had@dix’s , Clam- 
bered into the cab, threw the drunken fellow aside, 
and reversed the throttle. However, he was too 
late, and while no one was injured by the collision, 
it resulted in one box car being damaged beyond 
repair, two others faring but little better, while 
eighty draw-bars will need repairing; also the 
minor parts of the cars. 

If the coijlision had not taken place Haddix and 
his locomotive would have went crashing into the 
northbound passenger train, somewhere just be- 
yond the city, limits.

About this time tha 
severe raid on the stock .narket oceurred and many 
weak holders were “‘shai~a out” of their holdings. 
It was claimed that several holders of stock in the 
Alexander pool gave yp their stock under the 
pressure, and that Mr. Percy Pine, the representa- 
tive of the Moses Taylor - state, and a strong Raoul 
man, bought in over . 00 shares of this stock, 
which was thus chaagedito Raoul. Some curious 
maneuvers followed the crisis. The head broker 
of the Alexander pool, Mr. Collin; 
openly {offered Centra! road stock for sale 
in blocks of 1,0C0 at prices below the market. This 
was at first understood to mean that the Alexander 
movement had failed and that his friends were 
trying to unload. It was accepted as more proba< 
ble that they needed a little more stock, and were 
trying to break the market so that they could buy 
itup. The market for Central certainly weakened 
and prices ranged lower, with offerings freer. 

It appears to be settled that the Alexander mer 
have secured the stock they want, and that they 
will carry their ;~int on Monday. The following 
telegram fiom ° ‘irick Calhoun was received 
yesterday: 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 1.—[Special.]|--We 
have tonight an absolute undoubted majority of the 
entire capital stock of the Central. We will yote 
over forty thousand shares. 

Mr. Calhoun is certainly in position to speak 
knowingly. He is, absolutely in General Alexan- 
der’sconfidence and has been foremost in the Al- 
exander movement from its inception. It will be 
observed that his dispatch is positive and admits 
of no doubt. We accept it asthe correct statement 
of the situation. 

There is one significant point about the Alexs 
ander movement which has not been made pube 
lic. The pool which is backing him for the presi- 
dency is bound by an agreement that passes be- 
yond January, 1888, sothat if he should fail to 
carry the election this time by some miscalculation 
he would be partially assured of it next yeer, 
According to the renerally accepted statement he 
only lacked 1,500 to 2,C00 votes for majority a week 
ago. Heand his friend can certainly pick these 
up during the next year.

A BAD, BOLD WOMAN. 


She ts as Daring as a Male Desperado and 
Makes Light of Murder. 

SILVER City, N. M., December 29—When 
Susan Warfield was young her parents moved 
to Nevada from Wales. There the slender girl 
hecame the heroine of the camp, and was wooed 
and won. She wasa daring horsewoman and 
a deadly shot. She married Thomas D. Raper, 
in Js70. There were hostile Indians there- 
abouts in those days. On one of their raids her 
brother.was"shot. and her husband wounded 
Susan strapped the sufferers to a horse, killed 
two Indians, and then carried her charges to 
aplace of safety. Accordingftojtké traditions of 
that section,Susan and Thomas separated not 
long afterward and she went to California with 
a gullant scout, and later returned. The pair 
were accused of stealing jewelry and other 
articles, and she was tried several times for 
stealing cattle, but wasalways acquitted. 

Once when she and her compadre were fiee- 
ing from a deputy sheriff her escort was wouad- 
ed. She gave him her horse, which was the 
best, and beld the deputy at bay with a revo!- 
ver while the wounded man escaped. For a 
whil.. she was the associate of Colonel Robert 
Payne, who was engaged in horse stealing in 
the Humboldt Valley. From Elko she went 
to Colorado, and there owned a stage line be- 
tween Conejos and San Antonio, after having 
lived in Pueblo under the name of Susan 
Stone. In 1882 she married Jack Yonkers, of 
Independence, Arkansas, and moved to. Rir 
Arriba county, New Mexico. Next she kept a 
saloon at Wallace. From there the pair start: 
ed tojLincoln county. Enroute they camped in 
acabin. Pretty soon ayellow flag was hung 
out, and nobody ventured near. After a cou- 
ple of weeks she left there saying that Yonk- 
ers had died of smallpox, andshe had dug his 
grave and buried him. 

SHE KILLS HER LOVER. 

3utshe did not go alone, for one Robert 
Black seems to have concluded to leave his 
farm:and go with ‘her to Lincoln county. 
After sojouring there a while with her sons, 
who had preceeded her from Colorado, Mrs. 
Yonkers went to Socorro, accompanied by 
Black, and began keeping a boarding house. 
Black was a boarder, and kept a saloon until 
the sheriff took possession of it. Abe.t that 
time--in August, Is84—Black went '.ome one 
Saturday night and was heard angrily demand- 
ing his money. She calledin the city marshal, 
had the angry, intoxicated man taken away, 
and said if he returned she would kill him. 
She would not answer to a protest made by 
Black about being turned out of his house 
Next day Black was heard making the sav.e 
demand saeout his money being returned 
Then Mrs. Yonkers went down town. bought 
a pistol, hired a colored man to go to 
another place after cartridges, and returned 
home. Soon after two shots were fired in 
quick succession, She at once emerged from 
the house and went to the sheriff's office and 
surrendered berself, saying she had shot Black 
in seif-detense. She was taken before a justice 
of the peace, but was discharged on the plea of 
self-defense. 

She then went to Dona Ana and married a 
man named Dawson. Frank Goode killed 
this husband, and again Susan was alone. 

ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 

While the trial was in progress, Mrs, Yonkers 
was at Las Cruces as a witness against the de- 
feudant, when she was arrested and taken to 
the Socorro jail on account of an indictment 
for killing Robert Black, found against her by 
a graud jury before whom her son, William 
Raper‘ had voluntarily appeared. It was 
claimed that this indictment was brought and 
the arrest made to prevent her testifying 
against Goode, she being the priccipal witness 
in that case. 

When the case was called here this week the 
spectators were surprised to find the defend- 
ent a grey haired whman of 45 years and not 
one who appeared to be dissolute. Fram her 
appearance she was evidently used to toa Jife 
of rough battling with the world; stern look- 
ng, tall,rather slender, with the hand of a man, 
self-possessed, respectable looking, but un- 
attractive. During the proceedings she fre- 
quently placed her handkercheif to her eges, 
and when testifying a few tears wet her cheek. 
Direetly afterward, however, when another 
witness was on the stand, she indulged in an 
inaudible snicker behind the kercheif when an 
amusing remark was made. 

The theory of the prosecution has been from 
the start that there was a conspiracy to get 
the moriey and property of the deceased, and 
that defendant saw her opportunity and mur- 
dered him when there were no eye witnessss. 

The jury after a little debate rendered a ver- 
dict of “not guilty.”

“The Helping Hand,” a department for 
women in the Philadelphia Press, has quite a 
long editorial on “discontented women.” 
Among other things we find this. “Ina recent 
number of one of the standard periodicals com- 
ment was made upon a striking characteristic 
common to mostof the newspaper pages devot- 
ed to the discussion of topics of interest to 
women. It has been noticed that through 
most of these departmen’: runs a murmur of 
discontent. It is nearly aiways present, some- 
times loud and strong, sometimes low, and 
occasionally it disappears altogether. It is a 
complaint against the conditions of life, but the 
writers, with the short-sightedness which is, 
alas, too common fo human nature, and with 
the disposition to blame the result of semote 
causes upon scapegoats near at hand; attribute 
to husbands all the trials and troubles which 
seem to make the lives of so “many women so 
burdensome. If we were to judge from the 
“woman department” alone there would seem 
to be as much dissatisfaction among the wives 
of America as there is among the laboring ele- 
ment.” Now we feel it is but justice to 
“Woman’s Kingdom” to confute this state- 
ment, at least, in regard to cur “page devoted 
to the discussion of topics of interest to women.” 
There is not the least appearance of discontent 
among our circle, but an ificreasing desire of its 
members to contribute oniy such articles as 
will advance the interest and improve mental- 
ly each reader. There is a sweet chord of 
sympathy that unites heart with heart, and a 
generous impulse that causes each one to im- 
part any knowledge that may be of benefit in 
brightening the life. of another. There is 
never a murmur of discontent, or complaint of 
husband or children, buta cheerful, brave and 
happy view of life that would encéurage the 
most despondent. Such at least is one 
woman’s department; probably it hts never 
been so fortunate as to have come within the 
notice of the “standard periodical,” alluded to, 
we wish it had, and we are sure at least one 
“woman's page” would have escaped the de- 
nunciation of women “airing in the columns of 
a ffewspaper,” her troubles snd woes, A smart 
woman is never discontented, because she ac- 
cepts, “what is to be, isright.’’ A vLusy woman 
is not discontented, she he .'t timd. But 
many who areidle and unefli: -nt are discon- 
tented, bat we never put the communications 
of any such in the corner; they would do no 
good and might prove unwholesome to others. 
What we want is to “help each other on,” and 
we cannot do that by complaining with our lot 
in life, but by bravely looking at the breakers 
ahead; steer our barks clear of all we can, and 
those we cannot pass meet with cheerful resig- 
nation; euer cultivating a contented spirit 
which in this world is the only unfailing 
cource of happiness.

Seasonable Suggestions. 
[BY LEROY.) 

< There isa knack§in easy picking fof ducks and 
geese which saves much needless labor. I always 
scald them, putting them quickly into water pear- 
ly boiling and repeating rapidly three or four times 
—the fowls being in the water at each plunge five 
to ten seconds. They are then rolled in a woolen 
blanket and left to sweat, turning occasignally as 
the heat rises, and it is important to give both 
sides a thorough scalding. If a pull at the breast 
shows that the feathers come easily the picking 
should begin. Ifnot plunge again and repeat the 
sweating? The wings of ducks and geese should be 
cut offimmediately after they are kil’ed@ and be- 
fore the fowls are plunged. They are better than 
brushes for dusting around the house and there is 
no need of them becoming wet. The knack of 
picking is to gather the feathers firmly between the 
fingers and then with the thumb press firmly 
against the skin, thus making the large feathers 
help remove the down. If thisis not done and the 
outside feathers are picked first, the removing of 
the down will be an interminable job. Ifthe first 
picking is performed skillfully, very little down 
willremain. After picking is completed panne 
the fowls a full half minute once cr twice in boil- 
ing water. This will make them much plumper 
and better looking. Cool them as quickly as pos- 
sible with ice cold water to prevent the shriveling 
which results from gradual cooling. 


Duck feathers haye a larger proportion of down 
than those of geese. They make excellent 
pillows but do not wear so well in beds as goore 
feathers will,fgas they become compacteu and re- 
quire more shaking up to keep light. For both 
duck and goose feathers it is an improvement to 
put in a few of the medium-size feather? from the 
wing as these among so much down keep it from 
compacting. Some cut off the feathery part of the 
quills and put among the finer feathers, but these 
make beds dusty after a time, asthey dc not wear 
well. The demand for feathers is less :hanit used 
to be, but there are still many who prefer. good 
goose feather beds, especially during cold weather. 


‘A Collar and Cuff Bag. 

Abcut every woman has felt the need of a separ” 
atc bag for collars and cuffs, especially if her hus- 
band’s are sent to the laundry, as théy so otten 
are; and must therefore be kept separate from the 
general family wash. Or if not needed for this 
purpose, still a smail and ornamental bag substan- 
tial’enough‘to be thoroughly useful,comes in handy 

r,the handkerchiefs and laces that ,require 

ore delicate’ handling than Bridget’s. , 

Srch a bag may be made out of fancy Turkish 
tov visto be had anywhere for twenty-five cents 
apicce, Those with blue, pink or yellow grounds, 
aiid a broeaded pattern ofraised white upon them, 
are especially pretty. The pink and blue will 
wash, as the writer knows, but the yellow she has 
not tried. The bags are made by doubling the 
towel. and seaming the edges to within four inches 
of the top, not including the fringe. These flaps are 
then turned over so as to make a sort of little lam 
brequin, and a line of stitching fput about a third 
ofan inch from the top, thus forming a hem in 
which to place the drawstrings, 

Next run number three ribbon through the hem, 


so that it will draw from both sides, and finish 


the bag by a large bow of ribbon upon the front, 
just below the fringe. Pink and blue ribbons mixed 
are pretty upon either blue or pink , 

To wash, remove the ribbons, and press out the 

aon ie. The bow will not need attention for a 

fproperly made. Soak blue towels in 
strong brine, say half a cup of salt to a quart of wa- 
ter, halfofeach and enough to cover. If in the 
soaking any part should be left dry it will general- 
ly be found to have faded. Pink or blue goods of 
almostany description may be washed without 
losing color in this manner. For very delicate 
pink, pure vinegar should be used.

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INTERESTING REPORT BY ASSIST- 
ANT KEEPER E. T. SHUBRICK. 


Bxhaustive Statement of the Condition of the Camps 
and the Convicts—Charges Against Whipping 
Bosses- Recommendations Regarding 
Sick Convictse— Little Sicknes, Etc. 


In accordance with the law the principal 
keeper of the penitentiary and his assistant, at 
stated intervals, submit to the governor reports of 
the condition of the convict camps. Colonel. E. 
T. Shubrick, the assistant, visited the camps In De- 
cember and yesterday he com pleted his report. It 
contains much interesting information. 

Beginning his visits on the 8th of December, Colo- 
ne) Shubrick went first to the camp on the line of 
the Augusta and Chattanooga railroad. This camp 
was formerly located at Augusta, but was removed 
to the line of the railroad the latter part of Novem- 
ber by order of the governor. The site was care- 
fully inspected by Dr. Westmoreland and Colonel 
Shubrick, and was selected on account of its 


healthy surroundings, 

THE NUMBER OF CONVICTS 
at th? camp is 86. All wereperfectly well except 
t: © The barracks were found not to be up to the 
st: nda 4, and several important changes were or- 
deicd to be made. 

At he Oldtown camp the number of convicts is 
eighiien, Only one was found to be sick. The ac- 
comm dations were all in excellent condition, 
and the food was wholesome and abundant. 

The camp at Gresston has fifty-nine convicts, 
and all were found to be in fine health. 

The number of camps on the Georgia Midland 
railroad is six and their condition will be shown 
by the following statement: 

Camp Bingbam—100 convicts, none sick; Camp 
Ivey—>5 convicts, none sick; Gamp Pounds—9%3 
convicts, none sick; Camp McCue—67 convicts, 3 
sick; Camp Lofton—59 convicts, none sick; Camp 
Henderson—35 convicts, none sick. The barracks 
were in good condition, and the conyicts were well 
fed. 

THE NORTH GEORGIA. 

Colonel Shubrick was accompanied to some of 
the camps by Dr. Westmoreland. Among them 
was Camp Chattahoochee. There the number of 
convicts is 186. Six were sick. The average rate 
of sickness hed increased, due, Colonel Shubrick 
thinks, to the fact that the abler-bodied convicts 
had been sent to the camps on the Georgia Mid- 
land, The barracks werein excellent condition, 
and the convicts were well fed and well cared for 
as far as physical comforts were concerned. 4 

Ai the Dade coal mines the number of convicts 
was found to be 453. One case of acute sickness 
was found, twocases casualties, and four cases 
of chronic sickness, making a total of seven casei. 
All were receiving the very best medical atten- 
tion, 

“ KLLPATRICK, THE WHIPPING Boss,‘ 

atthe mines, was charged by the penitentiary 
committee of the general assembly with gross 
cruelty, and the governor was requested to remove 
him. Colonel Shubrick made acaretul examina- 
tion into the charges and tound that they were 
without just basis. He says that Captain W. O. 
Reese, the superintendent, is a humane man and 
that he would not retain Kilpatrick ifthe charges 
were true. Captain Reese declared that no unu- 
sual or cruel punishments had been inflicted, and 
many of the convicts made similar statements. 

The barracks were in fine condition. Nothing 
that should be done for the proper care of the con- 
victs was left undone. The water was found t@?be 
pure and the-food good and amply sufficient. 

AT. RISING FAWN 
the camp contains 76 Convicts, None were sick at 
the time of Colonel Shubrick’s visit. 

It will be remembered that the penitentiary com- 
mittee of the general assembly charged that the 
whipping boss of this camp had whipped three 
convicts with a strap filled with shoe tacks, Colo- 
vel Shrubrick examined the convicts as to the 
truth of the charge. An old scar was found on the 
arm ofone of them, near the elbow in front. 
Thinking the place an unusual one fora sear to 
be made by the lash, or the strap, Colonel Shub- 
rick instituted an investigation which led to the 
discovery that the convict had been injured while 
fighting a fellow convict. As to the characters of 
the three, Jack Freeman had been guilty of resist- 
ing the whipping boss with a drawn knife; William 
Jackson was whipped for idleness and fighting; and 
Jesse Johnson was detected in plottinga strike. 
The strap was an old one, and while being used it 
broke. It was mended with shoe pegs, and was 
used but once afterwards, 

TWO OTHER CAMPS 
were visited. Thatonthe line of the Covington 


and Macon railroad contains 76 convicts, two of 


whom were sick. The barracks were in good con- 
dition. 

Camp Oglethorpe contains 
were found to be sick. 

Tbe only camp not visited was the one at Cedar 
town. That will soon be visited by Colonel John 
lt. Towers, the principal] keeper. 

Colonel Shubrieck says thatthe average sickness 
was remarkably low. The average agzregate sick- 
ers was three-fonrths oi one percent for acute 
causes, and one-half of one per cent for chronic 
cxers. Colonel Shubrick recommends that atl 
chionic cases of sickness be removed from transi 
Camys to the permanent Camps. 

Colonel Shubrick’s report is well written. It will 
Le of great service tothe general assemply when 
it reconvenes.

A CONSTITUTION 
reporter asked j Barlow, the 
eflicient clerk tax department, 
of the comptroller’s office, what would cause the 
decrease? 

“Tl do not know that there will be a decrease,” 
he replied, ‘‘but I think it probable. The figures 
show that by far the “yo part of the special 
taxes is derived from the liquor trafiic. Since the 
first quarter ef 1886 a number of leading counties 
have stopped the 'sale of liquor. Among them is 
Fulton county, perhaps the mostimportant. This 
will certainly cause a considerable decrease. It 
may be that other sources will make up the defi- 
cjency, but I think it very doubtful”’ 

Special taxes are due at the beginning of the 
quarter. Itis therefore expected that the treas- 
uly will at once begin to receive them.

A Gentleman Living on McAfee Street Goes Into His 
Yard to Get a Bucket of Water—As He Starts 
Into the House He ié Set Upon By a 
Footped—He is Hurt and Rebbed. 


“Hello, ’ello! police headquarters? Send a 
man to 62 McAfee street, quick. Man been killed 
and robbed out there. Bein a hurry, quick, please, ’ 
wasthe message that rolled over the ’phone into 
Mr, Ryan's ear at police headquarters, about ten 
o'clock last night.

From the 
very first, it has filled a  long-felt 
Want in this direction. If that ten- 
dency is to be more pronounced, here- 
after, as the make-up of the January number 
seems to indicate, it will make a still wider 
field for itself. There is a liberal installment 
of the Life of Lincoln, relating to his residence 
in Springfield, his first clash with Stephen A. 
Douglas, the Log Cabin and Hard Cider ¢am- 
paign, Lineoln’s marriage, his relations with 
the Speeds, of Kentucky, and his devotion to 
Henry Clay. All this matter is intensely 
American and intensely interesting, and 
it is accompanied by a number 
of pictures, portraits, «and documents that 
speak to the text. Another American article 


. of value isasketch of George Bancroft, the 


historian, and a sketch of the Ahistorian’s head 
forms the frontispiece of the magazine. Mr. 
Edward Atkinson has a paper on “The Relative 
Strength and Weakness of Nations,” which is 
a rich storehouse of facts graphically set forth 
by means of diagrams.

Whe fact that 
Coquelin, the actor of the comedie Fran- 
caise,is coming to this country affords Mr. 

Henry James, the novelist, an opportunity to 
write £ paper of criticism and reminiscences, 
It is in essays of this description that the pecur- 
liar style and methods of Mr. James show at 
their best. There is an article by 
Henry Eckford on “Fencing and _ the 
New York Fencers.” There is also an article 
descriptive of “An Indian Horse Race.’’ In the 

department of fiction, Mr. George W. Cable be- 

gins his Acadian story of “Carancro,”’ the scene 
of which is laid in the Teche country of Louis- 

iana. . Colonel Richard Malcolm Johnston con- 
tributes one of his inimitable stories of Georgia 
life, and Mr. Stockton’s story, “The Hundreth 
man,” is continued. The war papers occupy 
less space than heretofore, but 
they are not of less interest. The 
third day of Gettysburg is described. General 
Hunt, of the federal army, describes the maneu- 
vers from his point of view, and General E. P. 
Alexander, of Longstreet’s corps, gives an 
account of Pickett’s charge. The poetry of the 
number is not better than the average. The 
editorial and open ‘etter departments are in- 
teresting, and Rill Nye contributes to “‘Bric-a- 
Brac.” 

PERHAPS the most interesting article in the 
January number of Harper’s Magazine is Mr, 
Charles Dudley Warner’s “New Orleans.” Mr. 
Warner is a keen observer, and what he misses 
is daintily gathered and put down in black and 
white by the admirable artists who supple- 
ment his views. The text which he furnishes 
is bright and vivacious. Like a true artist, he 
seizes upon the picturesque decay and an- 
nounces that he is in love even with the 
shabbiness and decay of the old French 
quarter. Mr. William Hamilton Gibson 
is at one with Mr. Warner in this,and he has 
used his detective camera to good purpose in 
setting before us the creole houses and gardens. 
In pictures nor in letter-press there is not a 
note that is calculated to wound or jar 
the extreme sensitiveness of the creole popu- 
lation. A creole belle plays a very prominent 
part as the frontispiece of the magazine, and 
while she is not a type, she is at any rate a 
very handsome creature indeed. Among the 
illustrations are two drawings of negro types 
by Mr. Alfred Kappes, which are 
very much better than anything 
that has been done in that line since Mr. Frost 
tried his hand in ‘‘Free Joe.” Sir Edward J. 
Reed writes of “The Navies of the Continent,” 
devoting the present installment to “The 
French Navy.’ The article is profusely illus- 
trated. Frank D. Millet, the artist correspond- 
ent, writes of “A Summer Campaign” with the 
Cossacks, accompanying it with a number of 
drawings. In fiction the story to which Geor- 
gia readers will turn first is Colonel R. M. 
Johnsten’s “Martha Reid’s Lovers,” which is 
illustrated by Kemble, whose negroes are of 
the impessibie Congo type. It has been manya 
long year since a Congo negro “inhabited” 
middle Georgia. “Narka,a Story of Russian 
Life,” by Kathleen O'Meara, is begun, and it 
promises to be of intense interest. R. D. 
Blackmore's “Springhaven” is continued, and 
if ever the Harper’s had an-.excuse for going 
to England for a large part of their literary 
matter, they have it in this novel. It is more 
than delightful—it is delicious. The story 
moves slowly, but life itself is deliberate. - Of 
the poetry perhaps the less said the better, 
but it is passable. Mr. Howells, im his “Edi- 
tor’s Study,” takes occasion to discuss Christ- 
mas literature for the purpose of giving Dick- 
ens a black eye. Whether he succeeds in this 
or not we do not now remember. 

ScRIBNER’S MAGAZINE, the first number of 
which has been before the public several days, 
appears to have met with unequivocal success. 
indeed, its publishers say that its success is 
unique in the history of magazines. The first 
(January) number was published on December 
15th, the first edition being 100,000 copies. It 
was exhausted on the day of publication. On 
Saturday, December 18th, a second edition of 
25,000 copies appeared, which was at once con- 
sumed, and ap additional 15,000 was put to 
press—140,000 copies having been already sold. 
The demand was so great that it was impossi- 
ble to keep the dealers supplied. On the day 
of publication, 2,000 copies were sold upon the 
news stands of the elevated railroads; at the 
news stand of one of the New York hotels, 
nearly 500 copies were disposed of on the first 
afternoon of its appearance, and several of the 
dealers at the ferries leading from New York 
sold 600 copies on the firstday. Those who 
were led to buy the magazine through curi- 
osity will undoubtedly be led to repeat 
the investment. The new maga 
zine is, in some respects, sim- 
ilar to the old ones, but in others 
it is totally unlikethem. Its pictorial features 
are subordinate—supplemented, we should say 
—but they are a very important feature of the 
magazine. They are so apt that even the 
casual reader must feel that they are made to 
fit the text. Ex-Minister Washburne’s reminis- 
cences of the siege of Paris are very interesting, 
and there are a number of entertaining con- 
tributions, but the chief feature of 
the magazine is Mr. H. CC Bun- 
ners charming serial “A New York 
House.” In this, the first installment, we have 
the most delightful descriptions of persons and 
things. The characters are striking ones, and 
there is every promise that we are to have an 

American nevel worthy of the name. ‘“Seth’s 
Brother's Wife,” is another serial that promises 
well. “In Mexico,” isthe somewhat mislead- 
ing title of a brilliant short story by Thomas 
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A Glance ‘st the Literary Field—The New

pumber, by Mr. F. J. Stimson (J. 8. of Dale), 
entitled, “The Residuary Legatee.” The sec- 
ond installment of gan rm Washburne’s

As alast 
hope the publisher endeavored to consolidate his 
defunct periodical with several New York maga- 
zines, and communicated proposals to the editors 
thereof. But the fame of the business methods of 
the too-enterprising and not overconscientious pub- 
lisher had preceded him, and his propositious only 
afforded the recipients food for amusement, Not- 
withstanding Mr, Elder’s repeated assertions to the 
contrary, it is well known that he has lost several 
thousand dollars in the periodical, and the retire- 
ment of Miss Cleveland from the editorship served 
as the last straw. Theeditorship was offered to sev- 
eral well known literary men and women during 
the past month, buf all declined. 

@everal Lew Wallace’s second novel is near- 
ly half finished in manuscript, and it is believed 
that the author will complete it in time for publi- 
cation in March next. It will be a romance with 
the scene laid in Consiantinople, and among the 
graphic pictures in the book will be a battle, the 
description of which promises to rival 
in picturesqueness and strength the 
famous chariot race scene in “Ben Hur.” It is 
the present novel that was written* by General 
Wallace. at the special suggestion of President 
Garfield when the former called at the white house 
to receive his commission as minister to Turkey. 
“I hope, general,’’ were Garfield’s words to his 
minister as they were wishing each other good-by, 
‘to read another novel of your production before 
you return from abroad.’’ Eversince that time the 
story and the characters have been shaping them- 
selves in the author’s mind. The novel when 
completed will be published by Messrs. Harper & 
Bros. 

The New York Star says that the threatened trou- 
ble between the Scribners and the Century man- 
agement as to whether the former possessed the 
right to starta new magazine with the word 

“Scribner” as a part of its title hascome to naught 
and peace reigns between the two houses. Had 
the‘question been brought to an issue itis not un- 
likely that there would have been an exceedingly 
interesting and close-contestea struggle. Both 
sides were cohfident of the justice of their claims 
and neither promised to give the other an inch of 
room if it could be prevented in case of a resort to 
courts of law. It would certainly have been an 
unpleasant thing had the two houses come into 
altercation. The Scribners did not 
it, and the show of fight seems all to 
have come from the Century people. 
But the Scribners were fully prepared, and their 
opponents would have found them with War paint 
and featherson had matters come toa crisis. As 
no substantial facts were disclosed, the public was 
not allowed the opportunity of passing judgmert 
upon the controversy. Sentiment in literary cir- 
cles, however, tendea toward the Scribner side, 
the general opinion being that the members of 
that firm had proved themselves too sagacious and 
too conscientious in their business matters hereto- 
fore to have decided upon starting a magazine un-: 
der the present title had they not thought them- 
selves morally and legally entitied to the name. 
Of course, the point at issue would have turned en- 
tirely on the exact wording of the contract between 
the houses when the old Scribner’s Monthly was 
purchased by jhe present owners of the Century. 
But the latter have apparently buried the hatchet, 
tor the present, at least, and until new develop- 
ments oceur, the litesary waters are without a 
ripple, both magazines sailing with fiying colors.

Curious Breastworks. 

“M Quad,” whose “Field, Fleet and Vort’’ is 
one of the most interesting war books ever 
written, tells an interesting story of a strange 
breastwork, It is of how the confederate 
General McCulloch in 1863 attacked the fede- 
rals at Williken’s bend. Six hundred mules 
were secured and each soldier advanced be- 
hind a mule, thus sheltered by a living breast- 
work. As soon as the mules came under fire 
they reared, plunged and kicked so that they 
were sources of danger instead of safety. The 
mules were a failure as breastworks. 

The federals thought the mule business was 
a very good joke on the confederates, but here 
is-one to match it. 

At New Hope some military genius conceiv- 
ed the idea of breaking the confederate line by 
driving a big herd of beeves against it. One 
night about ten oclock, when it was 
very dark, the beeves were massed and the 
federals who were to follow got ready to 
move. The confederates “caught on” as the 
arabs say, and opening their line, allowed the 
beeves to pass through and then closing devot- 
ed themselves to holding the federals in check. 
In that they were entirely successful. The 
confederates enjoyed the federal beef and 
were willing to take more at the same price. 

“Which” Made Him Mad. 

During the New Hope campaign a confede- 
rate soldier was captured by several federals, 
and as the confed. had been fighting furiously, 
he was not in the best of humor. He chafed to 
think he was a prisoner, and chancing to ask 
several questions was invariably met with the 
monosyllable “which,” and would have to re- 
peat his questions. ‘The federal habit of saying 
‘“which” €very time the confed. made a remark 
nettled the prisoner until, in a fit of exaspera- 
tion, he exclaimed: 

“Look here! I don’t mind being a prisoner, 
but lll be ——-! if l-intend to be taken by any 

-! ——— !! Yankee ——-! ! ——! who every 
time I say anything, says ‘which! ‘which!’ ” 

With all his strength, the prisoner knocked 
the “which” man end over end, and breaking 
into a run, eseaped before the astonished fed- 
erals could recover from their surprise. 

The Tree of Death. 

On the New Hope battlefield was a tree 
upon which the soldiers nailed the inscription 
“Tree of Death.”” Seven federals were killed 
behind the tree by confederate sharpshooters. 
The tree was in advance of the federal line and 
was about three hundred yards from the con- 
federate works.
